1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6 the statement ....sliders being interrelated parameters having dimensional 
elements extending through said dimensional elements with each..." is not understood.

2. Claims 1 -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Davis etal #5615347.

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3. Davis et al disclose a software system that constraints certain parameters. The 
system includes a plurality of interrelated parameters (52,66,68), a plurality of displays 
and means for maintaining the parameter constraints/extension (102+ in fig 2g.) The 
system maintains a mathematical relationship of 1 to 1 . Regarding claims 6-9: As can 
be best understood the features of the claims are provided for. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Winkler #5345362 in view of Davis et al #5615347. 

6. Winkler discloses a portable medical monitor. Not disclosed is providing the 
display components. Davis et al disclose a software system that includes an energy 
saver selection screen with sliders that function as defined in the claims. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the medical device of Winkler 
with the energy saving software as taught by Davis et al to conserve power in that 
device. This would therefore make the method of providing Davis et al's components to 
a medical device obvious. 
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7. Claim 1 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Winkler 
in view of Davis et al as applied to claim 10 above, and further in view of King et al 
#5491782. 

8. King teaches adding a lower slider to a display to move two controls 
simultaneously. To add this feature to the proposed combination to allow movement of 
two sliders and add an additional feature to the software would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art given King et al's teaching.
